I had a 
commercial artist draw me some beau tifu l 
monograms of this store. 
“Then I approached the manager and 
showed them to him, saying we wou ld be 
willing to give him special service with 
monogrammed towels and other articles. 
This wou ld give their new' ventu re more 
ritz. 
"He accepted, so I got the accou nt,” 


YES SIR. THAT was excellent psy­ 
chology! In this modern competitive age, 
where prices are almost on a par, a sales­ 
man mu st rely on "plu s” valu e to get the 
bu siness. 
Perhaps his merchandise is no higher 
in qu ality and is priced at the same level 
as that of his rivals. Then how is he to 
increase his bu siness volu me? 
You will sec that the friendship of the 
store manager for a man in the rival 
lau ndry, was the factor which originally 
cau sed the lau ndry bu siness to go in that 
direction.

To offset friendship, for example, Bert 
decided to offer greater service. 
This 
m atter of extra service mu st always be 
translated 
into 
"specificity” 
or 
con­ 
creteness. 
Bert was correct in gu essing that the 
manager of this new department wou ld 
appreciate any item which wou ld give 
more prestige to his store. 
As a resu lt, Beit’s attractive person­ 
ality, plu s his several previou s calls which 
had changed him from a stranger to at 
least an acqu aintance, plu s his alertness 
in helping solve some of the manager’s 
own problems, had swu ng the scales in 
his favor. 
It is characteristic of star salesmen 
that they help think 
their cu stomers 
problems throu gh to a better conclu sion, 
u su ally of cou rse with the u se oi the 
particu lar merchandise which thev are 
selling.

YOUR HEALTH 


Bv HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M. D 
TO a great extent, ou r ability to hear 
properly depends on three tiny bones in 
the inner ear. It is their task to pick u p 
sou nd waves from the ou tside world and 
condu ct them to the nerves of hearing, 
hou sed for protection behind what is call­ 
ed the tympanic membrane. 
Normally, these bones are freely mov­ 
able at the point where they join. Some­ 
times, new bits oi bone begin to form 
arou nd these joints, rendering movement 
of the little bones impossible. This con­ 
dition, known as otosclerosis resu lts in 
deafness. 
For the relief of this type of deafness, 
su rgeons have deviled what is known as 
the fenestration operation. 
It consists of 
making a new opening so that sou nd 
waves can by-pass the diseased ear bones 
to reach and stimu late the nerves. 
Patients with otosclerosis u su ally find 
themselves becoming deaf in early adu lt 
life and, as they grow older, the condition 
gradu ally gets worse. 
As a ru le, hearing 
is not completely obliterated bu t most 
patients find their deafness severe enou gh 
to cau se some incapacity. 
Thu s, most 
people with otosclerosis can hear well over 
the telephone and in noisy places, bu t find 
it difficu lt to carry on a conversation in - 
a qu iet room. 
It is interesting to note that in this 
disorder there is a family history in abou t 
half of the cases. 
Abou t six times as 
many women as men have otosclerosis, 
and in abou t half of the female cases the 
hearing difficu lty gets worse du ring pre­ 
gnancy. 
The person with otosclerosis is greatly 
benefited by a good, properly fitted hear­ 
ing aid. This, as well as the fact that the 
fenestration operation does not give per­ 
fect resu lts in all cases, shou ld be remem­ 
bered in considering whether or not to 
have it done. 
Other factors to be considered are the 
age of the patient, those between 18 and 
50 years of age being helped most. 
The 
chances of bringing the hearing to a per­ 
manently improved level even here, are 
only abou t 50 per cent. 
Some patients 
develop dizziness following the operation. 
On the other hand, where the opera­ 
tion does su cceed, the hearing it makes 
possible is more satisfactory becau se it is 
more natu ral than that obtained throu gh 
the u se of hearing aids. 
While the hearing given by the op­ 
eration is not perfect, it does make it 
possible for the patient to carry on con- 
varsation, attend the theater, go to lec­ 
tu res and otherwise live a normal life.

In M anchu ria, “the Sov iet Union 
has p laced the richest indu strial 
area of China firmly behind the 
Far Eastern segment of the iron 
cu rtain." The two secret agreements 
are rep orted to giv e Ru ssia sp ecial 
rights which hav e strengthened the 
Sov iet grip .

A ju ry decided the past Satu rday that Hiss lied 
when he denied passing official secrets to Ru ssian spies while he held high 
State departm ent office before the war. 
In W ashmgton. Acheson told a news conference: “I do not intend to 
tu rn my back on Alger Hiss.” 
The secretary had been sharply criticized by some members of 
Congress for telling the Senate foreign relations committee on Jan. 
13, 1949: “My friendship is not given easily and it is not easily w ith­ 
drawn. Alger Hiss and I became friends and we remain friends.” 
He added today that his stand will not change regardless of the 
ou tcome of the Hiss case. At the same time he said he felt it wou ld be 
“im proper” for him to discu ss legal or other aspects of the case.
